I.  Order  of  Business 

RULE  1.  Convening  Hour  —The  House 
shall  convene  each  legislative  day  at  the  hour 
fixed  by  the  House.  In  the  event  the  House 
adjourns  on  the  preceding  legislative  day  with- 
out having  fixed  an  hour  for  reconvening,  the 
House  shall  convene  on  the  next  legislative 
day  at  two-thirty  p.m. 

RULE  2.  Opening  the  Session. —At  the  con- 
vening hour  on  each  legislative  day  the  Speaker 
shall  call  the  members  to  order  and  shall  have 
the  session  opened  with  praver. 
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RULE  3.  Quorum—  (a)  A  quorum  con- 
sists of  a  majority  of  the  qualified  members  of 
the  House. 

(b)  Should  the  point  of  a  quorum  be  raised, 
the  doors  shall  be  closed  and  the  Clerk  shall 
call  the  roll  of  the  House,  after  which  the  names 
of  those  not  responding  shall  again  be  called. 
In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  fifteen  members 
are  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sent members  and  may  order  that  absentees  for 
whom  no  sufficient  excuses  are  made  be  taken 
into  custody  wherever  they  may  be  found  by 
special  messenger   appointed  for  that  purpose. 

RULE  4.  Avyroval  of  Journal.— The  Rules 
Committee  shall  cause  the  Journal  of  the  House 
to  be  examined  daily  before  the  hour  of  con- 
vening to  determine  if  the  proceedings  of  the 
previous  day  have  been  correctly  recorded. 

Immediately  following  the  opening  prayer 
and  upon  appearance  of  a  quorum,  the  Speaker 
shall  call  for  the  Journal  report  of  the  Rules 
Committee  by  the  Rules  Committee  Chairman 
or  by  a  Representative  designated  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Rules  Committee  as  to  whether  the 
proceedings  of  the  previous  day  have  been  cor- 
rectly recorded.  Without  objection,  the  Speaker 
shall  cause  the  Journal  to  stand  approved. 

RULE  5.  Order  of  Business  of  the  Day  — 
After  the  approval  of  the  Journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day,  the  House  shall  proceed  to  business 
in  the  following  order: 

(1)  The  receiving  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
papers  addressed  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly or  to  the  House. 

(2)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 
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(3)  Reports  of  select  committees. 

(4)  Introduction  of  Resolutions. 

(5)  Introduction  of  Bills. 

(6)  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding 
day. 

(7)  Bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials, 
messages  and  other  papers  on  the  Calen- 
dar in  their  exact  numerical  order,  unless 
displaced  by  the  order  of  the  day;  but 
messages,  and  motions  to  elect  officers 
shall  always  be  in  order. 

(8)  Reading  of  Notices  and  Announcements. 

II.  Conduct  of  Debate 

RULE  6.  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Speak- 
er.—(a)  The  Speaker  shall  have  general  di- 
rection of  the  Hall.  He  may  name  any  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  sub- 
stitution shall  not  extend  beyond  one  day,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  sickness  or  by  leave  of  the 
House. 

(b)  The  House  shall  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers Speaker  pro  tempore  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  the  Speaker  may  assign  and  shall 
preside  over  the  House  in  the  absence  or  in- 
capacity of  the  Speaker  and  shall  perform  all 
of  the  duties  of  the  Speaker  until  such  time 
as  the  Speaker  may  assume  the  Chair. 

RULE  7.  Obtaining  Floor.— (a)  When  any 
member  desires  recognition  for  any  purpose,  he 
shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address 
the  Speaker.  No  member  shall  proceed  until 
recognized  by  the  Speaker. 
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(b)  When  a  member  desires  to  interrupt  a 
member  having  the  floor,  he  shall  first  obtain 
recognition  by  the  Speaker  and  permission  of  the 
member  occupying  the  floor,  and  when  such 
recognition  and  permission  have  been  obtained, 
he  may  propound  a  question  to  the  member 
occupying  the  floor;  but  he  shall  not  otherwise 
interrupt  the  member  having  the  floor;  and  the 
Speaker  shall,  without  the  point  of  order  being 
raised,  enforce  this  rule. 

RULE  8.  Questions  of  Personal  Privilege.— 
At  any  time,  upon  recognition  by  the  Speaker, 
any  member  may  speak  to  a  question  of  per- 
sonal privilege.  The  Speaker  shall  determine  if 
the  question  is  one  of  privilege. 

RULE  9.  Points  of  Onier.-(a)  The  Speak- 
er shall  decide  questions  of  order  and  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  mem- 
bers arising  from  their  seats  for  that  purpose. 
Any  member  may  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  the 
Chair  on  questions  of  order;  on  such  appeal  no 
member  may  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by 
leave  of  the  House.  A  two- thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  sus- 
tain any  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair. 

(b)  When  the  Speaker  calls  a  member  to 
order,  the  member  shall  take  his  seat  except 
that  a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  or  explain,  but  shall  not  proceed  in 
debate  so  long  as  the  decision  stands.  If  the 
member  appeals  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair 
and  the  decision  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote 
of  the  members  present  be  in  favor  of  the  mem- 
ber called  to  order,  he  may  proceed;  if  other- 
wise, he  shall  not;   and  if   the  case,  in  the 
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judgment  of  the  House,  requires  it,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  censure  by  the  House. 

RULE  10.  Limitations  on  Debate— No  mem- 
ber shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  main 
question,  nor  longer  than  thirty  minutes  for 
the  first  speech  and  fifteen  minutes  for  the 
second  speech,  unless  allowed  to  do  so  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present;  nor  shall  he  speak  more  than  once 
upon  an  amendment  or  motion  to  commit  or 
postpone,  and  then  not  longer  than  ten  minutes. 
However,  the  House  may,  by  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  present,  suspend  the  oper- 
ation of  this  rule  during  any  debate  on  any 
particular  question  before  the  House,  or  the 
Rules  Committee  may  bring  in  a  special  rule 
that  shall  be  applicable  to  the  debate  on  any  bill. 

RULE  11.  Reading  of  Papers.— When  there 
is  a  call  for  the  reading  of  a  paper  which  has 
been  read  in  the  House,  and  there  is  objection 
to  such  reading,  the  question  shall  be  determined 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  House 
present.  No  member  may  have  material  printed 
in  the  Journal  until  said  material  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  House  and  said  material  shall  not 
exceed  1,000  words. 

RULE  12.  General  Decorum.— (a)  The 
Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

(b)  Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed  and 
disrepect  to  personalities  carefully  avoided. 

(c)  When  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  ques- 
tion, or  addressing  the  House,  no  person  shall 
speak,  stand  up,  walk  out  of  or  cross  the  House, 
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nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  engage  in 
private  discourse  or  pass  between  the  member 
and  the  Chair. 

(d)  Smoking  shall  not  be  permitted  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  while  the  House  is  in  session. 

(e)  Food  or  beverages  shall  not  be  permitted 
on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

(f)  Smoking  or  the  consumption  of  food  or 
beverages  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  gal- 
leries at  any  time. 

(g)  Special  recitals,  musicians  and  special 
guests  of  the  members  of  the  House  shall  not 
be  permitted  on  the  floor  of  the  House  but  may 
be  permitted  the  use  of  the  auditorium  or  various 
committee  rooms  only  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee  or  the  Speak- 
er of  the  House. 


III.  Motions 

RULE  13.  Motions  Generally—  (a)  Every 
motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speak- 
er or  any  two  members  request  it. 

(b)  When  a  motion  is  made,  it  shall  be 
stated  by  the  Speaker,  or,  if  written,  it  shall  be 
handed  to  the  Chair  and  read  aloud  by  the 
Speaker  or  Clerk  before  debate. 

(c)  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the 
Speaker  or  read  by  the  Speaker  or  Clerk,  it  shall 
be  in  the  possession  of  the  House;  but  it  may  be 
withdrawn  before  a  decision  or  amendment,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which 
motion,  when  made  by  a  member,  shall  be  in 
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possession  of  the  House  and  shall  not  be  with- 
drawn without  leave  of  the  House. 

RULE  14.  Motions,  Order  of  Precedence.— 
When  there  are  motions  before  the  House,  the 
order  of  precedence  is  as  follows: 

To  adjourn 

To  lay  on  the  table 

To  postpone  indefinitely 

Previous  question 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain 

To  commit 

To  amend  an  amendment 
To  amend 
To  substitute 
To  pass  the  bill 

No  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  com- 
mit or  to  make  a  particular  amendment,  being 
decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  at  the  same 
stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

RULE  15.  Motion  to  Adjourn.— (a)  A  mo- 
tion to  adjourn  shall  be  seconded  before  the 
motion  is  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House. 

(b)  A  motion  to  adojurn  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order, 
except  when  the  House  is  voting  or  some  mem- 
ber is  speaking;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
not  follow  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  debate 
or  some  other  business  of  the  House  has  inter- 
vened. 
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RULE  16.  Motion  to  Table.— (a)  A  motion 
to  table  shall  be  seconded  before  the  motion 
is  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  and  is  in  order 
except  when  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  before  the 
House. 

(b)  A  motion  to  table  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

CO  A  motion  to  table  a  bill  shall  constitute 
a  motion  to  table  the  bill  and  all  amendments 
thereto. 

Cd)  A  motion  to  table  an  amendment  shall 
not  be  construed  as  a  motion  to  table  the  princi- 
pal bill  or  any  other  amendment  which  has 
been  offered  thereto,  and  if  such  motion  is 
carried,  only  the  amendment  shall  lie  upon  the 
table. 

Ce)  When  a  question  has  been  tabled,  the 
same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the 
session  except  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote. 

RULE  17.  Motion  to  Postpone  Indefinite- 
ly.—A  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely  is  in 
order  except  when  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to 
lay  on  the  table  is  before  the  House.  However, 
after  one  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely  has 
been  decided,  another  motion  to  postpone  in- 
definitely shall  not  be  allowed  at  the  same  stage 
of  the  bill  or  proposition.  When  a  question 
has  been  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall 
not  be  acted  on  again  during  the  session,  except 
upon  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote. 

RULE  18.  Motion  to  Reconsider.— (a) 
When  a  question  has  been  decided,  it  is  in  order 
for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the 
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reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  the 
succeeding  legislative  day;  provided  that  un- 
less the  vote  by  which  the  motion  was  original- 
ly decided  was  taken  by  a  call  of  the  ayes  and 
noes,  any  member  may  move  to  reconsider. 

(b)  A  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  majority  vote,  except  a  motion  to 
reconsider  a  motion  tabling  a  motion  to  re- 
consider, which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote. 

(c)  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  motion  made 
under  Rules  16,  17,  38,  42  and  43  shall  require 
a  two- thirds  (2/3)  vote. 


IV.  Previous  Question 

RULE  19.  Previous  Question.— The  previous 
question  may  be  called  only  by  the  member 
submitting  the  report  on  the  bill  or  other  mat- 
ter under  consideration,  by  the  member(s)  in- 
troducing the  bill  or  other  matter  under  con- 
sideration, or  by  the  member  in  charge  of  the 
measure,  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  reporting  the  same  to  the 
House  at  the  time  the  bill  or  other  matter  under 
consideration  is  reported  to  the  House  or  taken 
up  for  consideration. 

RULE  20.  Form  and  Effect  of  Previous 
Question.— (a)  The  previous  question  shall  be 
as  follows:  "Shall  the  main  question  now  be 
put?"  When  the  call  for  the  previous  question 
has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  House,  the  "main  question"  is 
on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or  other 
matter  under  consideration. 
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(b)  The  call  for  the  previous  question  shall 
preclude  all  motions,  amendments  and  debate, 
except  the  motion  to  adjourn  or  motion  to  table 
or  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely  made  prior 
to  the  determination  of  the  previous  question. 

(c)  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the 
negative,  the  main  question  remains  under  de- 
bate. 

V.  Voting 

RULE  21.  Stating  Questions.— (a)  The 
Speaker  shall  rise  to  put  a  question. 

(b)  The  question  shall  be  put  in  this  form, 
namely,  "Those  in  favor  (as  the  question  may 
be)  will  say  'Aye',"  and  after  the  affirmation 
voice  has  been  expressed,  "Those  opposed  will 
say  'No'." 

(c)  Any  member  may  call  for  a  question  to 
be  divided  into  two  or  more  propositions  to  be 
voted  on  separately,  and  the  Speaker  shall  de- 
termine whether  the  question  admits  of  such  a 
division. 

RULE  22.  Determining  Questions.— Unless 
otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  North 
Carolina,  all  questions  shall  be  determined  by 
the  members  present  and  voting. 

RULE  23.  Voting  by  Division.— Any  mem- 
ber may  call  for  a  division  of  the  members  upon 
the  question  before  the  result  of  the  vote  has 
been  announced.  Upon  a  call  for  a  division,  the 
Speaker  shall  cause  the  number  voting  in  the 
affirmative  and  in  the  negative  to  be  determined. 
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Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any 
question,  no  member  away  from  his  seat  shall  be 
counted. 

RULE  24.  Role  Call  Vote.-(a)  Before  a 
question  is  put,  any  member  may  call  for  the 
ayes  and  noes.  If  the  call  is  sustained  by  one- 
fifth  (1/5)  of  the  members  present,  the  question 
shall  be  decided  by  the  ayes  and  noes  upon  a 
roll  call  vote,  taken  alphabetically. 

(b)  Every  member  who  is  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  when  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his 
vote  upon  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes,  unless 
the  House  for  special  reasons  shall  excuse  him 
and  no  application  to  be  excused  from  voting 
or  to  explain  a  vote  shall  be  entertained  unless 
made  before  the  call  of  the  roll.  The  explana- 
tion of  a  vote  shall  be  limited  to  60  seconds. 

RULE  25.  Voting  by  Absentees. -(a)  No 
member  shall  vote  on  any  question  when  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put  by  the 
Speaker,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  House. 

(b)  If  any  member  is  necessarily  absent  on 
business  of  the  House  when  a  vote  is  taken 
upon  any  question,  upon  entering  the  House  he 
shall  be  permitted,  on  request,  to  vote,  pro- 
vided that  the  result  shall  not  be  affected  there- 
by. 

(c)  When  a  member  who  is  present  is  paired 
with  an  absent  member,  he  shall  announce  be- 
fore the  roll  call  is  commenced  that  when  his 
name  is  reached  he  desires  to  announce  a  pair 
and  the  name  of  the  absent  member  with  whom 
he  is  so  paired.  When  his  name  is  called  on 
the  roll  call  vote,  he  shall  announce  such  pair 
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by  stating  the  name  of  the  absent  member  with 
whom  he  is  paired,  how  such  absent  member 
would  vote  if  he  were  present  and  how  the 
present  member  votes.  The  Principal  Clerk  shall 
record  all  of  this  information  in  the  Journal, 
but  the  vote  of  neither  party  to  the  pair  shall  be 
included  in  the  total  vote  as  announced  by  the 
Speaker  or  recorded  in  the  Journal. 

RULE  26.  Voting  by  Speaker.— In  all  elec- 
tions the  Speaker  may  vote.  In  all  other  in- 
stances he  may  exercise  his  right  to  vote,  or  he 
may  reserve  this  right  until  there  is  a  tie,  but 
in  no  instance  may  he  vote  twice  on  the  same 
question. 


VI.  Committees 

RULE  27.  Committees  Generally.— (a)  All 
committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker, 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  House. 

(b)  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from 
serving  on  any  committee  if  he  is  a  member  of 
two  standing  committees. 

(c)  The  Chairman  and  five  other  members 
of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
that  committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

(d)  In  any  joint  meeting  of  the  Senate  and 
House  Committees,  the  House  Committee  may 
in  its  discretion  reserve  the  right  to  vote  sepa- 
rately. 

RULE  28.  Appointment  of  Standing  Com- 
mittees.— (a)  At  the  commencement  of  the  ses- 
sion the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  standing  com- 
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mittee  on  each  of  the  following  subjects,  name- 
ly;

(b)  The  first  member  announced  on  each 
committee  shall  be  chairman,  and  where  the 
speaker  so  desires  he  may  designate  a  co-chair- 
man and  one  or  more  vice-chairmen. 

RULE  29.    Standing  Committee  Meetings.— 

(a)  Standing  committees  and  subcommittees  of 
standing  committees  shall  be  furnished  with 
suitable  meeting  places  pursuant  to  a  schedule 
adopted  by  the  Rules  Committee. 

(b)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection 
(c)  of  this  Rule,  standing  committees  and  sub- 
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committees  thereof  shall  permit  other  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  press,  and  the 
general  public  to  attend  all  sessions  of  said  com 
mittees  or  subcommittees. 

(c)  The  chairman  or  other  presiding  officer 
shall  have  general  direction  of  the  meeting  place 
of  the  committee  or  subcommittee  and,  in  case 
of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  there 
in,  or  if  the  peace,  good  order,  and  proper 
conduct  of  the  legislative  business  is  hindered 
by  any  individual  or  individuals,  the  chairman 
or  presiding  officer  shall  have  power  to  exclude 
from  the  session  any  individual  or  individuals 
so  hindering  the  legislative  business  or,  if  neces- 
sary, to  order  the  meeting  place  cleared  of  all 
persons  not  members  of  the  committee  or  sub- 
committee. 

(d)  Procedure  in  the  committees  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  of  the  House,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  applicable  to  such  procedure, 
except  that  roll  call  votes  may  not  be  required 
in  committee  or  subcommittee  meetings. 

(e)  No  committee  or  subcommittee  shall  meet 
on  any  day  when  the  House  shall  not  convene 
except  by  permission  of  the  Speaker  or  by  ap- 
proval of  the  House  by  resolution  adopted  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  House. 

(f)  Any  call  or  notice  of  a  standing  commit- 
tee meeting  between  legislative  sessions  shall  be 
mailed  to  each  member  of  the  committee  by 
certified  mail  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such 
meeting. 

RULE  30.  Committee  Hearings.— The  chair- 
men of  all  committees  shall  notify,  or  cause  to  be 
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notified,  the  first  named  introducer  on  such  bills 
as  are  set  for  hearing  before  their  respective 
committees  as  to  the  date,  time  and  place  of  such 
hearing. 

RULE  31.  Committee  of  the  Whole  House. 
—(a)  A  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  shall 
not  be  formed,  except  by  suspension  of  the  rules, 
if  there  be  objection  by  any  member. 

(b)  After  passage  of  a  motion  to  form  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall 
appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee, 
and  the  Speaker  shall  leave  Chair. 

(c)  The  rules  of  procedure  in  the  House  shall 
be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except 
the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking  and  the 
previous  question. 

(d)  In  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
a  motion  that  the  committee  rise  shall  always 
be  in  order,  except  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

(e)  When  a  bill  is  submitted  to  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole  House,  it  shall  be  read  and 
debated  by  sections,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be 
last  considered.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be 
defaced  or  interlined,  but  all  amendments,  not- 
ing the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by 
the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper  as  the  same  shall 
be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  be  so  re- 
ported to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  shall 
again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended 
by  sections  before  a  question  on  its  passage  be 
taken. 
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VII.  Handling  of  Bills 


RULE  32.  Reference  to  Committee.— Each 
bill,  joint  resolution,  or  House  resolution  not 
introduced  on  the  report  of  a  committee  shall 
immediately  upon  its  introduction  be  referred 
by  the  Speaker  to  such  committee  as  he  deems 
appropriate. 

RULE  33.  Introduction  of  Bills  and  Reso- 
lutions.— (a)  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  in 
regular  order  of  business,  except  upon  permission 
of  the  Speaker  or  on  the  report  of  a  committee. 

(b)  Any  member  introducing  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion shall  briefly  state  in  the  caption  the  sub- 
stance of  same  and  the  caption  may  be  amended; 
provided  that  final  action  shall  not  be  taken 
on  such  bill  or  resolution  on  the  same  date  that 
such  caption  is  amended. 

(c)  A  Substitute  Bill  shall  be  covered  with 
the  same  color  jacket  as  the  original  bill  and 
shall  be  prefaced  as  follows: 

"House  Substitute  for"  or  "House  Committee 
Substitute  for  " 

(d)  House  Resolutions  need  not  be  read 
more  than  twice. 

RULE  34.  Papers  Addressed  to  the  House.— 
Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  House  shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker. 
A  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof  may 
be  orally  made  by  the  introducer  before  reference 
to  a  committee,  but  such  papers  shall  not  be 
debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their  first 
being  read  unless  the  House  shall  direct  other- 
wise. 
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RULE  35.  Introduction  of  Bills,  Copies  Re- 
quired.—(a)  Whenever  any  resolution  or  bill 
is  introduced,  a  duplicate  copy  thereof  shall  be 
attached  thereto,  and  the  Principal  Clerk  shall 
cause  said  duplicate  copy  to  be  numbered  as  the 
original  resolution  or  bill  is  numbered,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  available  at  all  times  to  the 
member  introducing  the  same. 

(b)  Numbering  of  House  Bills  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  "H.B  "  (No.  following).  A  Joint 

Resolution    shall    be    designated    as  "H.J.R. 

  "  (No.  following).  A  House  Resolution 

shall  be  designated  as  "H.R.  "  (No.  fol- 
lowing). 

(c)  Whenever  a  public  bill  is  introduced,  it 
shall  be  in  such  form  and  have  such  copies 
accompanying  same  as  designated  by  the  Speak- 
er, and  any  bill  submitted  without  the  required 
number  of  copies  shall  be  immediately  returned 
to  the  introducer.  The  Clerk  shall  stamp  the 
copies  with  the  number  stamped  upon  the 
original  bill. 

RULE  36.  Duplicating  of  Bills.— The  Legis- 
lative Services  Officer  shall  cause  such  bills  as 
are  introduced  to  be  duplicated  in  such  num- 
bers as  may  be  specified  by  the  Speaker.  On 
the  morning  following  delivery  of  the  copies,  the 
Legislative  Services  Officer  shall  cause  one  copy 
for  each  legislator  to  be  delivered  to  his  clerk 
or  secretary  who  shall  place  it  in  the  appropri- 
ate notebook  on  the  legislator's  desk.  If  a  legis- 
lator so  requests,  a  second  copy  shall  be  de- 
livered to  his  clerk  or  secretary  who  shall  place 
it  in  the  legislator's  office.  The  remaining  copies 
shall  be  placed  in  the  Printed  Bills  Room  and 
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made  available  to  the  committees  to  which  the 
bill  is  referred,  to  individual  legislators  on  re- 
quest, and  to  the  general  public. 

RULE  37.  Report  by  Committee.— All  bills 
and  resolutions  shall  be  reported  from  the  com- 
mittee to  which  referred,  with  such  recommen- 
dations as  the  committee  may  desire  to  make. 

Qa)  Favorable  Report.  When  a  committee 
reports  a  bill  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
be  passed,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the 
favorable  calendar. 

(b)  Report  Without  Prejudice.  When  a  com- 
mittee reports  a  bill  without  prejudice,  the  bill 
shall  be  placed  on  the  favorable  calendar. 

(c)  Unfavorable  Report.  When  a  committee 
reports  a  bill  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
be  not  passed,  and  no  minority  report  accom- 
panies it,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the  un- 
favorable calendar. 

(d)  Minority  Report.  When  a  bill  is  re- 
ported by  a  committee  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  be  not  passed,  but  it  is  accompanied  by 
a  minority  report  signed  by  at  least  one-fourth 
(1/4)  of  the  members  of  the  committee  who 
were  present  and  voting  when  the  bill  was 
considered  in  committee,  the  question  before 
the  House  shall  be:  "The  adoption  of  the 
minority  report."  If  the  minority  report  is 
adopted  by  majority  vote,  the  bill  shall  be  placed 
on  the  favorable  calendar  for  consideration.  If 
the  minority  report  fails  of  adoption  by  a  ma- 
jority vote,  the  bill  shall  be  placed  on  the  un- 
favorable calendar. 
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RULE  38.  Removing  Bill  from  Unfavorable 
Calendar.— A  bill  may  be  removed  from  the  un- 
favorable calendar  upon  motion  carried  by  a 
two-thirds  (2/3)  vote.  A  motion  to  remove  a 
bill  from  the  unfavorable  calendar  is  not  de- 
batable; but  the  movant  may,  before  making  the 
motion,  make  a  brief  and  concise  statement, 
not  more  than  five  minutes  in  length,  of  the 
reasons  for  the  motion. 

RULE  30.  Reports  on  Appropriation  and 
Revenue  Bills.—  All  committees,  other  than  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  when  favorably 
reporting  any  bill  which  carries  an  appropriation 
from  the  State,  shall  indicate  same  in  the  re- 
port, and  said  bill  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  for  a  further  report  be- 
fore being  acted  upon  by  the  House.  All  commit- 
tees, other  than  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
when  favorably  reporting  any  bill  which  in  any 
way  or  manner  raises  revenue  or  levies  a  tax 
or  authorizes  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes,  whether 
public,  public-local,  or  private,  shall  indicate 
same  in  the  report,  and  said  bill  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  a  further 
report  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

RULE  40.  Recall  of  Bill  from  Committee.— 
When  a  bill  has  been  introduced  and  referred 
to  a  committee,  if  after  10  legislative  days  the 
committee  has  failed  to  report  thereon,  then 
the  introducer  of  the  bill  or  some  member  desig- 
nated by  him  may,  after  three  legislative  days' 
public  notice  given  in  the  House,  on  motion 
supported  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  recall  the  same 
from  the  committee  to  the  floor  of  the  House 
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for  consideration  and  such  action  thereon  as  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  may  direct. 

RULE  41.  Calendars.-The  Clerk  of  the 
House  shall  keep  a  separate  calendar  of  the 
public,  local,  and  private  bills,  and  shall  number 
them  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  introduced, 
and  all  bills  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order 
they  stand  upon  the  Calendar;  but  the  Commit- 
tee on  Rules  may  at  any  time  arrange  the  order 
of  precedence  in  which  bills  may  be  considered. 

RULE  42.  Readings  of  Bitts.-(a)  Every  bill 
shall  receive  three  readings  in  the  House  prior 
to  its  passage.  The  introduction  of  the  bill  shall 
constitute  its  first  reading,  and  the  Speaker  shall 
give  notice  at  each  subsequent  reading  whether 
it  be  the  second  or  third  reading. 

(b)  No  bill  shall  be  read  more  than  once  on 
the  same  day  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members  present  and  voting. 

RULE  43.  Effect  of  Defeated  BiZL-(a)  Sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (b)  of  this 
Rule,  after  a  bill  has  been  tabled  or  has  failed 
to  pass  on  any  of  its  readings,  the  contents  of 
such  bill  or  the  principal  provisions  of  its  subject 
matter  shall  not  be  embodied  in  any  other 
measure.  Upon  the  point  of  order  being  raised 
and  sustained  by  the  Chair,  such  measure  shall 
be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  shall  not  be  taken 
therefrom  except  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote. 

(b)  No  local  bill  shall  be  held  by  the  Chair 
to  embody  the  provisions  of  or  to  be  identical 
with  any  statewide  measure  which  has  been  laid 
upon  the  table,  or  failed  to  pass  any  of  its  read- 
ings. 
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RULE  44.  Amendments  and  Riders.— No 
amendment  or  rider  to  a  bill  before  the  House 
shall  be  in  order  unless  such  rider  or  amendment 
is  germane  to  the  bill  not  under  consideration. 

Only  one  principal  (first  degree)  amendment 
shall  be  pending  at  any  one  time.  If  a  subsequent 
or  substitute  principal  amendment  shall  be  of- 
fered, the  Speaker  shall  rule  it  out  of  order.  How- 
ever, any  member  desiring  to  offer  a  subsequent 
or  substitute  principal  amendment  in  opposition 
to  the  pending  amendment  may  inform  the 
House  by  way  of  argument  against  the  pending 
amendment  that  if  it  is  defeated  he  proposes  to 
offer  another  principal  amendment,  and  he  may 
then  read  and  explain  such  proposed  amendment. 

Perfecting  (or  second  degree)  amendments 
may  be  offered  and  considered  without  limita- 
tion as  to  number,  and  in  the  event  of  multiple 
perfecting  amendments,  they  shall  be  voted  upon 
in  inverse  order. 

RULE  45.  Conference  Committees.— (a) 
Whenever  the  House  shall  decline  or  refuse  to 
concur  in  amendments  put  by  the  Senate  to  a 
bill  originating  in  the  House,  or  shall  refuse  to 
adopt  a  substitute  adopted  by  the  Senate  for  a 
bill  originating  in  the  House,  a  conference  com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed  upon  motion  made, 
consisting  of  the  number  named  in  the  motion; 
and  the  bill  under  consideration  shall  thereupon 
go  to  and  be  considered  by  the  joint  conferees 
on  the  part  of  the  House  and  Senate. 

(b)  Only  such  matters  as  are  in  difference 
between  the  two  houses  shall  be  considered  by 
the  conferees,  and  the  conference  report  shall 
deal  only  with  such  matters.  The  conference 
report  shall  not  be  amended.

(c)  Except  as  herein  set  out,  the  rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  Congress  shall  gov- 
ern the  appointment,  conduct,  and  reports  of  the 
conferees. 


VIII.  Legislative  Officers  and  Employees 

RULE  46.  Elected  Officers. -The  House 
shall  elect  a  Principal  Clerk,  a  Reading  Clerk 
and  a  Sergeant-at-Arms,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
and  perform  such  duties  and  responsibilities  not 
inconsistent  with  these  Rules  as  the  Speaker  may 
assign.  The  Principal  Clerk  shall  continue  in 
office  until  another  is  elected. 

RULE  47.  Assistants  to  Principal  Clerk  and 
Sergeant-at-Arms.— The  Principal  Clerk  and  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  may  appoint,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Speaker,  such  assistants  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices. 

RULE  48.  Speaker's  Clerk,  Chaplain,  and 
Pages.— (a)  The  Speaker  may  appoint  one  or 
more  clerks  to  the  Speaker,  a  Chaplain  of  the 
House,  and  pages  to  wait  upon  the  sessions  of 
the  House. 

(b)  When  the  House  is  not  in  session,  the 
pages  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Supervisor  of  Pages. 

(c)  No  member  may  have  more  than  10  per- 
sons designated  as  honorary  pages. 

RULE  49.  Committee  Clerks  and  Secre- 
taries—(a)  Each  committee  shall  have  a  clerk. 
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(b)  The  Clerk  to  a  committee  shall  serve  as 
secretary  to  the  chairman  of  that  committee. 
Each  member  who  has  served  at  least  one  full 
term  in  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  assigned 
a  secretary,  unless  he  has  a  committee  clerk  to 
serve  as  his  secretary.  One  secretary  shall  be 
assigned  to  serve  two  new  members  who  have  not 
served  as  much  as  one  full  term  in  the  General 
Assembly. 

(c)  The  selection  and  retention  of  clerks  and 
secretaries  shall  be  the  sole  prerogative  of  the 
individual  member  or  members.  Such  clerks  and 
secretaries  shall  file  initial  applications  for  em- 
ployment with  the  Legislative  Services  Office  and 
shall  receive  compensation  as  prescribed  by  the 
Legislative  Services  Commission.  The  employ- 
ment period  of  clerks  and  secretaries  shall  com- 
mence not  earlier  than  the  convening  date  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  shall  terminate  not 
later  than  the  final  adjournment  or  recess  of  the 
General  Assembly  unless  employment  for  an  ex- 
tended period  is  approved  by  the  Speaker.  The 
clerks  and  secretaries  shall  adhere  to  such  uni- 
form rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
these  Rules  regarding  hours  and  other  conditions 
of  employment  as  the  Legislative  Services  Com- 
mission shall  fix  by  appropriate  regulations. 

RULE  50.  Compensation  of  Clerks  and 
Secretaries.— No  clerk,  laborer,  or  other  person 
employed  or  appointed  under  Rules  47,  48,  and 
49  hereof  shall  receive  during  such  employment, 
appointment,  or  service  any  compensation  from 
any  department  of  the  State  government,  or  from 
any  other  source,  and  there  shall  not  be  voted, 
paid  or  awarded  any  additional  pay,  bonus  or 
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gratuity  to  any  of  them,  but  they  shall  receive 
only  tha  pay  now  provided  by  law  for  such 
duties  and  services. 


IX.  Privileges  of  the  Hall 

RULE  51.  Admittance  to  Floor.— No  person 
except  members,  officers  and  employees  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  former  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  who  are  not  registered  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  9  of  Chapter  120  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina  shall  be 
allowed  on  the  floor  of  the  House  during  its 
session,  unless  permitted  by  the  Speaker  or  other- 
wise provided  by  law. 

RULE  52.  Admittance  of  Press.— Reporters 
wishing  to  take  down  debates  may  be  admitted 
by  the  Speaker,  who  shall  assign  such  places 
to  them  on  the  floor  or  elsewhere,  to  effect  this 
object,  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  con- 
venience of  the  House. 

RULE  53.  Extending  Courtesies.— Courtesies 
of  the  floor,  galleries  or  lobby  shall  not  be  ex- 
tended by  the  Speaker  on  behalf  of  any  member 
except  upon  the  Speaker's  motion  and  by  written 
request. 

RULE  54.  Order  in  Galleries  and  Lobby.— 
In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct 
in  the  galleries  or  lobby,  the  Speaker  or  other 
presiding  officer  is  empowered  to  order  the  same 
to  be  cleared. 
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X.  General  Rules 


RULE  55.  Attendance  of  Members.— No 
member  or  officer  of  the  House  shall  absent  him- 
self from  the  service  of  the  House  without  leave, 
unless  from  sickness  or  disability. 

RULE  56.  Documents  to  be  Signed  by  the 
Speaker.— All  acts,  addresses,  and  resolutions  and 
all  warrants  and  subpoenas  issued  by  order  of  the 
House  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker  or  other 
presiding  officer. 

RULE  57.  There  shall  be  no  printing  or 
reproducing  of  papers(s)  that  are  not  legislative 
in  essence  except  upon  approval  of  the  Speaker. 

RULE  58.  Placement  of  Material  on  Mem- 
bers Desks.— Persons  other  than  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  officers  or  staff  thereof  shall 
not  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  any  materials 
on  members'  desks  without  obtaining  approval 
of  the  Speaker.  Any  printed  material  so  placed 
shall  bear  the  name  of  the  originator. 

RULE  59.  Rules,  Rescission  and  Alteration. 
—(a)  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  re- 
scinded or  altered  without  one  day's  notice  given 
on  the  motion  thereof,  and  to  sustain  such 
motion  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  shall  be  required. 

(b)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the 
House  upon  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  may  temporarily  suspend 
any  rule. 

RULE  60.  Limitation  on  Co- sponsorship  of 
Bills  and  Resolutions.— Any  member  wishing  to 
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co-sponsor  a  bill  or  resolution  which  has  been 
introduced  may  do  so  by  appearing  in  the  office 
of  the  Principal  Clerk  for  such  purpose  within 
one-half  hour  following  the  adjournment  of  the 
session  during  which  such  bill  or  resolution  was 
introduced. 

RULE  61.  Correcting  of  Typographical 
Errors.— The  Legislative  Services  Officer  may 
correct  typographical  errors  appearing  in  House 
Bills  or  resolutions  provided  that  such  corrections 
are  made  before  ratification  and  do  not  conflict 
with  any  actions  or  rules  of  the  Senate  and  pro- 
vided further  that  such  correction  be  approved 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee,  the 
Speaker  or  other  presiding  officer. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF 
NORTH  CAROLINA 


Article  II 

Sec.  23.  Revenue  bills.  No  law  shall  be  en- 
acted to  raise  money  on  the  credit  of  the  State, 
or  to  pledge  the  faith  of  the  State  directly  or 
indirectly  for  the  payment  of  any  debt,  or  to 
impose  any  tax  upon  the  people  of  the  State,  or 
to  allow  the  counties,  cities,  or  towns  to  do  so, 
unless  the  bill  for  the  purpose  shall  have  been 
read  three  several  times  in  each  house  of  the 
General  Asembly  and  passed  three  several  read- 
ings, which  readings  shall  have  been  on  three 
different  days,  and  shall  have  been  agreed  to  by 
each  house  respectively,  and  unless  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  the  second  and  third  readings  of  the  bill 
shall  have  been  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  24.  Limitations  on  local,  private,  and 
special  legislation. 

(1)  Prohibited  subjects.  The  General  Assem- 
bly shall  not  enact  any  local,  private,  or  special 
act  or  resolution: 

(a)  Relating  to  health,  sanitation,  and  the 
abatement  of  nuisances; 

(b)  Changing  the  names  of  cities,  towns,  and 
townships; 

(c)  Authorizing  the  laying  out,  opening,  al- 
tering, maintaining,  or  discontinuing  of 
highways,  streets,  or  alleys; 

(d)  Relating  to  ferries  or  bridges; 

(e)  Relating  to  non-navigable  streams; 

(f)  Relating  to  cemeteries; 
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(g)  Relating  to  the  pay  of  jurors; 

(h)  Erecting  new  townships,  or  changing 
township  lines,  or  establishing  or  chang- 
ing the  lines  of  school  districts; 

(i)  Remitting  fines,  penalties,  and  for- 
feitures, or  refunding  moneys  legally 
paid  into  the  public  treasury; 

(j)  Regulating  labor,  trade,  mining,  or 
manufacturing; 

(k)  Extending  the  time  for  the  levy  or  col- 
lection of  taxes  or  otherwise  relieving 
any  collector  of  taxes  from  the  due  per- 
formance of  his  official  duties  or  his 
sureties  from  liability; 

(1)  Giving  effect  to  informal  wills  and  deeds; 
(m)  Granting  a  divorce  or  securing  alimony 

in  any  individual  case; 
(n)  Altering  the  name  of  any  person,  or 
legitimating  any  person  not  born  in  law- 
ful wedlock,  or  restoring  to  the  rights 
of  citizenship  any  person  convicted  of 
a  felony. 

(2)  Repeals.  Nor  shall  the  General  Assembly 
enact  any  such  local,  private,  or  special  act  by 
the  partial  repeal  of  a  general  law;  but  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  may  at  any  time  repeal  local, 
private,  or  special  laws  enacted  by  it. 

(3)  Prohibited  acts  void.  Any  local,  private, 
or  special  act  or  resolution  enacted  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  void.
